“Kiume and the buffer state are 


absolutely dependent on each other 


and any arrangement which sep- 


arated Fiume from the buffer state 


would put an end to the prosperity 


ef beth town and hinterland. 


“Cognizant of the sentiment 
which has aroused Italy on the quas- 
tien of Fiume, the three Allied rep- 
resentatives have always considered 


that an arrangement which appears 


practicable might be made assuring 
to the town of Fiume a privileged 
position In a buffer state. 

“It ia to attain this end that they 
prepose to give to Fiume an aute- 
nomy in every way similar to that 
which the town enjoyed under the 
Austro-Hungerian domination and 
they are convinced this disposition 
and vigilant and sympathetic inter- 
est which the League of Nations 
will have for the town will guaran- 
tee to Italy complete protection of 


her nationals. 


“The League of Nations will ex- 


ercise absolute sovereignty and, with 


Italy represented tn the council of 


the Leagve how could Italian inter- 
ests not have full safezuards? 


“Any eeparation of the town of 
Fiume and the buffer state coula 


searcely fall to provoke a protest 
against the formation of this state 


which would be in consequence al- 


most entirely composed of Slav peo- 
ple 


RENTIMENTAL CLAIM. 
“With regard to the new propoeal 


by Italv which seeks to annex to 


Italy the narrow tongue of land to 


the gates of Fiume serious prac- 
tical difficulties arise. The reasons 
for which the Italian government has 
presented this claim are of a pure- 
ly gentimenta!l character. Tt ful- 
fille the desire that the town of 
Fiume should not be separated from 
Italy hy foreign soil. 


“Sentimental argumenta of 


kind may aseurediy have. in the 
eves of the Italian government, gfeat 
importance. but It seems to rest on 
a misunderstanding as te the reai 
situation of Fiume. The creation of 
a buffer state-which will be com- 
pletely independent of Ju®o-Siavia 
was intended among other reasons 
to safeguard the situation of Fiume, 
the free state of which has been in- 
dicated in the preceding paragraph. 


“Fiume already ts attached to the 


‘kingdem of Italy, not only by sea. 
but along lang frontier of about 100 
kilometers. The proposition already 
made takes account then of the 
sentimental consideration to which 
the Italian government attaches so 
much importance. In fact the new 
proposal will not #6 well attain the 
same end. as in practice it is te be 
feared it may be entirely inap- 
piicable. 


“The Italian government does not 


bring forward the question of the 
railroad which te to connect Fiume 
with the north; it admitg that the 
railroad shall continue to belang to 
Jugo-Slavia.

RILES GOMPERS. 


Is Very Wrathy Over Union 
Labor in Politics. 
Says Separate Party will Cause 
Sure Defeat. 


Thinks He’s Delivered Into 
Hands of Enemy. 


[SY A P. NIGHT WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Forma- 
tion of @ political union-labor party 
would be “detrimental to the inter- 
ests of labor and exactly in line with 
that which ig most ardently desired 
by those who seek to oppose union 
labor,” Samuel Gompers declared in 
a letter to William Mitchell of In- 
dianapolis, a leader of the Indiana 
State Union-Labor party, made pub- 
lic here todav. 

Mr. Gompers wrote in reply to a 
telegram from Mitchell and his as- 
sociates supporting the action of the 
Indiana State union-Labor party in 
opposing the political declaration of 
ae American Federation of Labor, 
calling on organized workingmen to 
elect their friends an® defeat their 
enemies. Mitchell's telegram de- 
clared in favor of makirig the fight 
solely through a union labor party. 

“By what right.” wrote Mr. Gom- 
pers. “do you assume to declare the 
work and the policy of the American 
Federation of Labor to be impracti- 
cal? Surely the results achieved in 
the interests of the workers demon- 
strate the utter fallacy of your as- 
sumption. 

“By vour declaration you assert 
the practicability of the course you 
deciare you wil] pursue. What ex- 
Perience have you had with your 
political party upon which to base 
so absurd a claim? 

“Of this one thing you may rest 
assured, that the day of reckoning is 
at hand for all of those who are in 
antagonism to the cause of union 
labor and for those who are subtle 
and equally guilty, even though they 
clothe their actions in the robes of 
pretended friendship. 

“When you shall have learned the 
lesson of the real struggle of union 
labor and the cause for which our 
movement stands, you may become 
penitent for the gross injustice you 
have done by your pretension and 
your course, 

“The effect of a separate political 

union-labor party can only be disas- 
trous to thé wage-earners of our 
country and to the interests of all 
forward-looking people. The votes 
that would go to a labor party can- 
didate would, in the absence of such 
candidate, go to the best men in the 
field. Im no case would they go to 
an enemy of labor. 
“Union labor can look upon the 
formation of a political union-labor 
party only as an act detrimental to 
the interests of union labor and ex- 
actly fn line with that which is most 
ardently desired by those who seek 
to oppose union labor. 
“The welfare of American human- 
ity demands in this hour of national 
crisis that there be success at the 
polls. This ig no time for experi- 
menting with political theories which 
are proven faise at the outset. The 
workers of America myst use the 
tactics of success. They must have 
resulta. 

PREDICTS FAILURE, 
“Resulta will not be obtained by 
injecting a union-labor party, so- 
called, into the struggle. 

“Those who are determined to be 
blind to the facts of the present and 
past will of course rush on to disas- 
ter and calamity.

ABINET SPECIALISTS. 
Were Herbert Hoover to be elected to 

the Presidency there would be a chance for 
& coalition Cabinet. Instead of picking a 
‘Secretary of War for his worth as a prac- 
tical Ohio politician he would feel more 
like’ selecting a man with a long nose 
trained to sniff war from the farthest bat- 
tlements. Instead of giving the mai] serv- 
fee into the keeping of a stalwart who car- 
Fied the vote of Texas in his hip pocket 
hie would give it to the genius who conld 
muster the wings of Mercury for its de- 
livery. Instead of selecting a Secretary of 
State for his life-long adherence to the 
Democratic creed he would get a classy 
diplomat who could draw up a treaty that 
would hold ink. With an independent mind 
like that of Hoover behind the big chair 
there would be a desire to fill the Cabinet 
positions with business specialists—men 
Who had had the best training and experi- 
ence in the country for the job. A Presi- 
dent like Hoover is capable of asking Wood- 
row Wilson to serve as Secretary of State, 
Elfhu Root ag Attorney-General and Léon- 
ard Wood as Secretary of War. In any 
event, he would be likely to secure men 
trained for the work and capable of creat-

INERAL LAND LEASING LAW. 

The mineral land-leasing bil! has 
passed Congress and will become a law. 
What will be its effect? Who will profit 
by its provisions? Who has really won any- 
thing by its passage? What will it do? 

The first effect will doubtless be a cer- 
tain amount of feverish activity on the part 
of the numerous individuals and companies 
to get leases and seek oil wherever they 
imagine there may be a chance.. Few of 
these enterprises are likely to bring any 
financial reward to their stockholders. The 
provisions of the leasing law are much too 
drastic to promise any just and fair returns 
in any but exceptional circumstances, such 
as quite shallow territory or huge wells 
obtained under control where the oi] can 
be readily marketed. Experience does not 
encourage the hope that these circum- 
stances will often be found together on gov- 
ernment land. 


The inducements offered by the bill will 
tempt experienced ‘oil capital only when the 
demand for oil shall have become so des- 
perate and the hopé of finding it in suff- 
cient quantities on patented land so .re- 
mote that prices have gone to a staggering 
figure and almost any well producing under 
even the most unfavorable conditions can. 
be made to pay. The idea which some Sen- 
ators and Representatives apparently have 
that the Standard Oj] and all other great 
combinations of capital in ofl are simply 
wild with enthusiasm and determination to 
grab all the leaseg obtainable is ridiculous. 
In California the Standard has not sought 
to acquire an acre of unpatented land since 
1917, in spite of the fact that its need 
for oll is so great that it will spend a for- 
tune on the remotest possibility of getting 
oll anywhere on patented land for which 
it will pay extremely high prices. At Rich- 
field it has paid ag high as $1000 per acre 
bonus for patented land in the hands of 
private owners, while it will not consider 
touching the richest government land in 
Midway. It is safe to say that only the 
greatest necessity will induce the directors 
to take any government leases under the 
new law. The same statement applies in 
all likelihood to the future polidy of most 
of the other big companies, although some 
of them already have unpatented lands on 
which they may have to take Jeases in 
order to escape the total loss of their in- 
vestment. 


The wildest and most extravagant sto- 
Tries have come from Washington as to 
the benefits of the leasing bill. It has béen 
represented as throwing open to the pub- 
lic six million acres of oil land, a state- 
ment which for utter absurdity it is hard 
to exceed. There are scarcely a million 
acres of actually proven olf land in the 
world. The near-proven lands in the United 
States, including private lands, may possi- 
bly be equal to half a million more, with 
acreage of unknown extent on which there 
exist many varying. degrees of possibility 
that oil may some day be found in quanti- 
ties and under conditions which may pay 
to operate. The amount of public land 
upon which there is even a possibility of 
developing oil, gas, coal, sodium or phos- 
phate is but a fraction of the six million 
acres of which Senators, Representatives, 
Washington bureaucrats and newspaper 
writers misinformed by them so glibly talk 
and write. Half a million is certainly too 
great an estimate; probably 100,000 would 
be closer to fact ~~ 


The leasing law has been represented as 
a great victory for the West. The fact 
that it has received the hearty approval of 
Gifford Pinchot proves that it is nothing 
of the kind. Pinchot is the only person of 
note who has gone on record as approving 
it. Of course, it may be better than the 
continuation of the situation which has ex- 
isted for ten years past, and for that rea- 
son only the West accepted it and demand- 
ed its passage as the lesser of two evils. It 
is a shameful betrayal of the West Its 
evil effects will be felt in many ways. It 
is one of the. most thoroughly-vicious laws 
ever enacted by Congress, a complete re- 
versal of the policy of our government from 
its foundation until the present time. 

Operations under the leasing bill are not 
at al] likely to result in any substantia] re- 
lief to the oil market. Most of them are 
likely to fail, as do most wildcats, and 
those in old fields will pay but little to 
stockholders. 


Nor will it be as easy on tone may think 
to finance operations on leases. The cost 
of materials and labor is enormous. The 
shortage of material is buch that the sup- 
Ply companies have none to spare, hence 
they are selling for cash only or on the 
shortest possible time. Years ago they 
really financed by long credits a host of 
shiall companies, but that is all a thing of 
the past. Knowing far better than the en- 
thusiastic, uninformed people who will rush 
madly in to try their fortune on govern- 
ment leases the difficulties ahead of them, 
the supply companies will be exceedingly 
The unionized ofl- 
field workers to whom the government has 
extended so much sympathy and encourage 
ment are not going to help lighten the bur- 
dens of the lessees. 


Only one undiluted good definitely ap- 
pears in sight from the enactment of the 
leasing bill: the ending of most of the oil 
land litigation and the release from escrow 
of more than $12,000,000 held in the hands 
of the receiver. 


UTUAD SERVICE.

It is a matter of common report that the 
injunction was secured in the interest of 
the original owners of the vessels. But 
Mr. Hearst’s publications inform us that 
common report is in error. Mr. Hearst 
made personal application for that injinc- 
tion in the interest of government owner 
ship and operation of American trading 
vessels. To be sure. Mr. Hearst added a 
few fictitious adornments to his injunction 
application by asserting that the United 
Statee government, through its President, 
had agreed with the British government 


that the vessels should be sold. that only 


under these terms was this country per 
mitted to retain them. 

President Wilson sent a rude letter to 
Congress, applying a “shorter and uglier 
word” to the circulator of that report; and 
some unrighteous Congressmen pointed out 
that it was to the benefit of British trade 
to have those vessels tied up by injunction. 
Otherwise, raising the pro-British issue 
was a happy thought. 

Before “Mr. Hearst's generous and 
selfish action” tn the question of the ship 
injunction can be fully appreciated by read- 
ers of The Times, it is perhaps necessary 
to remind them of a few other great things 
that Mr. Hearst, according to his own pub- 
ications, has done: 

Mr. Hearst declared war against Spain 
and directed the movements of the Amer- 
ican army and navy from his private yacht 
off the Florida coast. Neither Samson nor 
Schley deserves any credit for sinking the 
Spanish fleet: Mr. Hearst did it in his 
little yacht. 

The fourteen points promulgated by Pres- 
ident Wilson in the winter of 1918 were not 
original with him. They had previously 
appeared in an editorial written by Mr. 
Hearst. but net published lest it interfere 
with the conduct of the war. 

The notes sent by President Roosevelt to 
the Russian and Japanese governments, that 
résulted in the peace of Portsmouth, were 
originally dictated by Mr. Hearst. 

When 200,000 people were rendered home- 
less by earthquake and fire in San Fran- 
cisco, the only relief from the outside was 
contributed by Mr. Hearst. Two checks for 
$10,000 each, one signed by the Times-Mirror 
Company and the other by H. E. Hunting- 
ton, were, according tc the Hearst papers 
of the East, personal contributions by Mr. 
Hearst. 

When the first news of the Lusitania 
horror came, a council] of war of Hearst 
editors decided it would not be wise to give 
Mr. Hearst credit for the sinking. 

Mr. Hearst successfully floated five suc- 
cessive issues of Liberty Loan Bonds. 

Mr. Hearst had firet information of the 
signing of the armistice. He learned it 
from an ovuija board two days before it 
happened. | 

Mr. Hearst. won the war.

A trial which, no matter what the 
verdict may be, is bound to take its place 
among the historic state cases of Europe 
is now in progress in Paris, where Joseph 
Caillaux, once Premier of France and a 
former Foreign Minister, is-fighting for his 
life. The Senate is trying him on a chage 
of treason. M. Caillaux had an ugly repu-

tation before the war as being in the pay 
of Germany. During the great conflict he 
was suspected of aiding the “defeatist” 
Propaganda, designed to convince the 
French that Germany was too strong to be 
} beaten. He is now specifically charged 
with “having plotted against the external 
security of the state by maneuvers, mach- 
inationg and intelligence with the enemy 
tending to favor the latter's enterprise 
against France and her Allies.” 

M. Caillaux has a stiff battle before him 
to save his neck. The Allies have collected 
in France, Italy and on this continent evi- 
dence which tends to show that he beaded 
a movement in France and Italy the object 
of which was to get those countries to sign 
a separate peace with the Teutons so that 
they could concentrate on Great Britcin 
and Russia. Further tnformation in the 
hands of the French government connects 
Caillaux with the propaganda on this con- 
tinent of Count von Bernstorff, former Ger- 
man Ambassador at Washington, and Count 
Carl von Luxburg, German Minister in Ar- 
gentina, of “sink-withoute-trace” fame. 

The name of M. Caillaux was first brought 
generally to the attention of Americans a 
few months before the war when bis wife, 
a celebrated Parisian beauty. murdered 
- Gaston Calmette, editor of the Figaro, who 
had published in his newspaper accusations 
of a terrible nature against the Minister. 
The trial of Mme. Caillaux was one of the 
pre-war sensations, occpuying, along with 
the Ulster troubles, the front pages of the 
newspapers at the time when the Central 
Vowers were preparing to force the war 
which resulted in thelr ruin. 

Juries in Paris are notoriously kind to 
beautiful women, even though they may be 
murderers. Mme. Caillaux was acquitted; 
but the trial] only served to deepen the sus- 
picion that M. Caillaux was a hireling of 
Germany. It proved him, moreover, to 
have had scandalous relations with women. 

Naturally, when the war started, M. Cail- 
laux sought “to serve his country.” He 
was given a place in the paymaster's de- 
partment and he quickly ran true to his 
pro-German form. Within two months he 
was in trouble and soon after the battle 
of the Marne the French government found 
it desirable to dispense with his services. 
The former Premier had been given a 
chance to wipe out the reproaches of the 
past, but had failed to take it. 

From that time on, the evidence indl- 
cates, M. Caillahx worked for an ignoble 
peace with Germany and for his own res 
toration to high office. Rumor connected 
him with Bolo Pusha, the spy who came to 
New York and who was subsequently exe 
cuted, and also with Louls J. Malvy, a rad 
ical Socialist who war banished from 
France. Malvy and M. Caillaux had long 
been friendly anc the trial ls expected to 
disclose their efforts on behalf of Germany. 

Before the war The Times denounced 
M. Caillaux as a juggler in politics and 
finance and as a Don Juan. It predicted 
that the day of retribution would surely 
come for him. That day seems to be ap- 
proaching.

SPIRITUAL HEALING, 


= 


BY HARRY BOWLING. 


How ig it done’ Are we entering 
upon an era of miracles? Whence do 
these men get their supernatural 
power? Do they, after all, succeed 
by a novel application of laws as 
old as life itself? Under what head 
shall we classify them—faith, rea- 
son, belief, understanding, emotion, 
superstition, quackery? 

The interest lately aroused in 
California by the demonstrations of 
Mr. James Moore Hickgon has giv- 
en a local impetus to the movement 
so that men and women wonder and 
doubt and hope and trust and be- 
lieve accordingto their different 
temperaments and susceptibilities. 
Je there such a thing as spiritual 
healing and how can it be defined 
or limited? 

Of course, there ig nothing super- 
natural in any method used for heal- 
ing sickness. Nothing in the whoie 
universe is supernatural. Every- 
thing is the product of the orderly 
and systematic laws of the Creator. 
If two and two could make five— 
that would be supernatural. 

In the beginning God divided his 
acts of creation into two main clas- 
sifications, the spiritua] and the ma- 
terial. Life (which includes health 
and sickness and death) is a con- 
stant figure, the direct product of 
the two, from which nothing can be 
taken away, to which nothing can 
be added. When one of these fac- 
tors increases the other diminishes 
—and vice versa. Christ alone of 
created beings bad cancelled the 
material factor and so was able to 
heal through the spiritual ajone; so 
also his spiritua] healing was in- 
stantaneous and complete. His so- 
called miracles were performed 
through the working of a rule in 
arithmetic. 

To practical people, however, the 
most interesting point is to know 
whether men today can duplicate 
these healings by prayer, the laying 
on of hands and by spiritual as op- 
posed to material treatment. To a 
limited degree, yes. And the high- 
er the spiritual coefficient in the 
equation the more efficacious will 
such manifestations prove in restor- 
ing plrysical health. One provision 
must not be overlooked: both the 
recipient and the donor must work 
through the spirit on a more than 
50-per-cent. besis. 

By its very nature such a power 
can never be commercialized. it 
then at once hecomes more than 50 
per cent. material. Chriat told those 
who expected to follow hie healing 
methods, “Ye cannot serve God and 
Mammon.” ‘The tdea of the Naza- 
rene submitting a bill to his pna- 
tients for services rendered is gro- 
tesque and irreverent. 

So we see that spiritual healing 
ig the correction of sin in the spirit 
that originally wroduced the sick- 
ness in the flesh. All sickness fs 
the manifestation of sin. either fn 
oneself, in one’s progenitors or in 
those with whom we come Into daily 
contact. Drngs anid the surgeon's 
hnife can alleviate the immediate 
pain and sufferine caused by sick- 
ness. But unless they eradicate the 
sin that is the seat of the disease 
they cannot effect a permanent cure. 

Tf evil could be drugeed or lanced 
out of human life man would be an 
a lower plane than the beast that 
perishes, because there would be no 
conflict to develop the spiritual, and 
so death would end all. ° 

We can hardly believe that the 
Creator intended human life to fall 
to so low a plane. Indeed, we know 
it is ever progressing to a hicher 
one. At present. however. the world 
generally is still teo material to ex- 
pect spiritual healing to be effica- 
cious except fn a few isolated cases, 
where both the miniatrator and the 
afflicted understand that sin and not 
sickness is under treatment. 

While the spiritual sense is still 
confused and irresolute and the ma- 
terial direct and self-sufficient the 
healing of the sick must still. in the 
majority of cases, be left in the 
hands of scientifically-trained sur- 
reons and phvsicians. 

Many good and earnest peonle 
prayed for the end of the war for 
four long, anguished years. But it 
had to be fought out according +o 
the determined celf-will of the ma- 
terfalistic majority, and this same 
strong materialism is defeating the 
weaker spiritual idealism in its of- 
forts establish universal peace. 
The prayers of the righteous avail in 
proportion to their percentage of 
righteousness. But a 10-per-cent. 
spiritual prayer will have little in- 
fluence against a %-per-cent. mate 
rial opposition. 

As for death, it was never intend- 
ed to be the wages of sin or the 
consequence of sickness. It is the 
last grand reward for righteousness 
triumphant. It should be simply the 


pleasant transition from a lesser to- 


a greater fullness of perfection. Sin 
and sickness are still able to defeat 
death's resetting of the stage by 
eubstituting a dark and ugly curtain 
for a bright and cheerful drop-scene. 

Socrates understood this better 
than the mass of modefn paganized 
Christians who, in their prayers and 
hymns, still apostrophize death as 
the king of terrors. Paul of Tar 
sus mystified and confused the sim- 
ple teachings of Christ by degrad- 
inc death into the mere “wages of 
sin.” Thies wrong conception of 
death ig largely responsible for the 
continued prevalence of sin and 
sickness. 

Rut Socrates, when he was in- 
formed that as a punishment for his 
heresies the Athenian <tate had con- 
demned him to death, asked his 
judges with a calm, invincible smile, 
“But how do you know that death is 
a punishment?”
